Chairman Jones Sounds the Trnmpet

Fall Proceedings of the ConTentlon to 
the Hoar of A<fjcarnment. 


OmoAOo, June 19.—When Chairman 
Jones, of the national repnblioan oom* 
mittee, asoended the platform of the 
great anditorinm hall, at noon to-day, 
to call the national convention to order, 
he looked upon a scene nnpar ailed in 
the history of public gatherings in this 
country. 


Larger assemblages hare been held in 
more spaoions halle, but at none have 
the ocular properties been so effeotive, 
or the brilliancy of illnmination and pio> 
tnreeqe coloriugs been so splendid. 


Every faoo can be seen without an 
effort. The anditorinm is 260 feet long 
and 120 feet wide, with two sides of 
baloonies and a great gallery, the seats 
in which rise tier on tier at an angle of 
forty degrees. 


W. B. ALLISON. 


The arrangement for the delegates' 
seats, which have been made in alpha- 
betical order, beginning with Alabama, 
on the extreme right tisle, throws the 
two great states of New York and Penn- 
sylvania together in the front. 
The 
Ohio delegation are directly back of New 
York, while Missouri, Iowa and Illinois 
are on the main aisle, near the center of 
theppace reserved for the delegates. 
Thera was 
no 
iudication 
in 
the 
hall cf the 
great 
crush 
outside, 
while delegates and thoee who held 
seat?, were being admitted and they at 
once took their seats. 
The doors were 
not opened until all the interior arrange* 
ments were completed and the crowd 
was kept waiting until two larpe bou- 
quets of out flowers and a floral shield 
were nailed upon the chairman's desk, 
which bears in Greek letters, this in- 
scription: "James 
A. Garfield was 
nominated from this desk in 1880 and 
James G. Blaine was nominated from 
this desk in 1884." 


The air of the hall was delightfully 
cool. The first cf the delegates to reach 
their seats were those from Ohio, led by 
Congressmen McKinley and Ben Butter- 
worth. 
The Michigan delegates fol- 
lowed the Ohio men. As the spectators 
generally are admitted 
more tardily 
than the delegations, there were few 
demonstrations as the convention began 
to gather. 


R. A. ALGER. 


Mr. Thurston, of Nebraska, arrived 
with the members of the committee 
from his state and took a seat on the 
stage just back of the chairman's desk. 
Mr. Thurston wears glasses, and is 
dressed in sombre black. 


As General Fremont entered the hall 
he was greeted with a round of applause 
and cheers, the first genuine demonstra- 
tion of this morning. 
He was escorted 
to a seat on the platform where he pro- 
voked a further out burst of applause 
by meeting Fred. Douglass. 


TBB OONVBNTIOM OFBHS. 


Precisely at 1:28 the gavel of Mr. 
Jones, chairman of the national com- 
mittee, sounded sharply upon the ma- 
hogany desk and the republican conven- 
tion was formally opened. 
The chair- 
man introduced Bev. Frank M. Gun- 
sal, of the Plymouth Oongregational 
ohnroh of Chicago, who opened the pro- 
oeedhigs with prayer. 


At the oonolusion of the prayer, Ohab- 
man Jonea announced that the secre- 
tary, Mr. Fessenden, would read the 
oaU lor the convention. 
Upon tho oon- 
olasion of the jresding of the eall, Ohair- 
•Bin JoneB^pokcot- 


, congratulated, thMmgh its representa- 
tives here assembled, upon the auspio- 
iousprospeot that lies before it. 
Wise 
and oorageous action by this oonveu' 
tion will surely lead to victory in the 
campaign upon which we are about to 
enter. 
There can be no doubt which 
side the great majority of the votes will 
fall to. 
Each 
party will be tried 
by its record if the grand achievements 
of the republican party be appreciated 
and the utter failure of the democratic 
party be understood." 


JAMES G. BLAINE. 


Mr. Jones went on to show the wide 
difference between the two parties, now 
plainly 
avowed 
by 
the democratic 
party's espousal of the doctrine of free 
trade, but he warned against more at- 
tempts at deceit, and nrged the neces- 
sity of a republican platform free from 
ambiguity, and the nomination of a 
man who 
would 
fully 
represent 
the 
strength 
of 
the 
platform. 
Mr. Jones went ob to speak of the preva- 
lence of the principle of protection early 
in our history, and argued that it must 
be the chief issue of tho coming cam- 
paign. 


Chairman Jones then introduced J. 8. 
Thureton, of Nebraska, as temporary 
chairman of the convention. 


Delegate Osborne, of Kansas, objected 
to the assumption on the part of the na- 
tional committee of the right to name 
the temporary chairman, and asked if

Chairman Jones replied in an em- 
phatic offirmative, for which he was 
vigorously applauded. 


But Mr. Osborne in the names of the 
Kansas delegation declined to be respon- 
sible for the action of the national com- 
mittee in this matter and regarded it as 
a great mistake. (Hisses.) 
He desired 
the roll of slates to be called in order 
that the Kansas delegation might cast 
its vote for Hon. William Warner, of 
Missouri. 


No attention was paid his demand, 
however, and Mr. Thurston immedtately 
began his address. 


OHAIBMAN THTOSTON'S SPIBKOH. 


Temporary Chairman Thmston in his 
speech paid a tribute to the steadfast 
loyalty of the western men to the repub- 
lican party, masy of whom are veterans 
of the late war, who, under the benifi- 
cient repnblioan legislation, have found- 
ed prosperous homes in that vast region. 
He declared the republicans in this con- 
vention were prepared to surrender in- 
dividual judgment to the wisdom of the 
majority and down personal preferences 
on the altar of party success.

In this connection, he said, the party 
was not left without other great men, 
and he referred briefly to the distin- 
guished candidates from Ohio, Iowa, 
Indiana, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, New 
York, New Jersey, Kansas, ConnecticuJ; 
and other states, without mention- 
ing their names. Turning, then, to the 
principles of the republican party.

Thurston's speech wss delivered with 
a resonant voioe and oould be heard all 
over the hall, and was continually inter- 
rapted by applause. 
His referenoe to 
Blaine's refusal to allow himself to be 
nominated by the oonvention 
called 
forth cries of "No," «'No" aU over the 
hall, bnt his declaration that the oon- 
vention dare not oommit the offspse of

OINBBAIi FBVMOKT. 


The Nebraska delegation, 
through 
Mr. Green, pre^nted General John C. 
Freemont, the fiVst can^atis'^ 'of'Ùie re- 
publican party for president, and now a 
resident of Nebraska. 


He was unwilling, he said, to delay 
the business of the convention, and 
therefore he would consume only a few 
moments time, but he would fed that 
he carried an insensible clod, and not a 
warm and sympathetic heart, in his 
breast if he did not say he was gratified 
for the welcome with which he had been 
received. He was happy and proud to 
receive here, in this great national as- 
sembly, the welcome given by his 
friends and companions of many years, 
by his party friends, by men and sons of 
the men with whom It had been his con- 
spicuous honor to have l>een associated 
in the first opening campaign of 1856. 
(Applause.) 


FBUn DOUaiiASB. 


Fred Douglass was then presented 
amid cheers and applause. 
He hoped, 
he said, that the convention would make 
such a record In its proceedings as to 
put it entirely out of the power of the 
leaders of the democratic party and the 
leaders of the mugwump party to say 
that there was no difference between 
the republican party and democratic 
party, in respect to the class which he 
represented. 
[Applause.] 
Tbu demo- 
cratic party had always been faithful to 
its friends and its friends had had been 
the slave holders of the sooth. 
The re- 
publican party should be faithful to its 
friends, and the men with black faces 
had ever been it? friends. 


When Mr. Douglass bad concluded 
Mr. Foroker arose in his seat and was 
cheered. 
He asked that the oommittee 
on rules, regulations, permanent organ- 
izatioa and order of buHineau as consti- 
tuted by the different states be read. 


THE VIBGIMIA OONTBST. 


The secretary proceeded to read, When 
Virginia was reached, it was stated that 
two names had been sent up by contest- 
ing delegations from that state. 


The chair said he would submit the 
Virginia question to the convention 
when a full list of the committee had 
been read. 
When the reading of the 
list of committees had been completed 
the chairman stated that the question 
before the convention was as to which 
of the contesting delegations from the 
state of Virginia should be permitted to 
name the members of the various com- 
mittees. 


The national committee, he said, had 
placed on the rolls of delegates, as prima 
facia entitled to seats, the delegation-at- 
large, headed by Wm.

gates, at the head of which was Ma- 
hone, together with the four whose seats 
were uncontested, would have the right 
to name the committee membership. 


John S. Wise, of Virginia, spoke in 
opposition, but the chair decided the 
discussion out of order. 


Before this decision was reached, Ma- 
hone and Wise had a bitter discnseion, 
in which Wise Interrupted Mahone by 
charging him with frauds, to which Ma- 
hone replied: "Tour insinuations are 
as false as you are foul." Wise asked for 
recognition but the chair refused, and 
Mr. Butterworth said, that as a matter 
of course, and according to all parlia- 
mentary usage, Mahone would be ex- 
oladed from the committee on creden- 
tials nntil the final settlement of the 
controversy.

The laboring men were parading the 
streets this morning in brigades, armed 
with tin pails and carrying banners with 
appropriate motoes, such as "Gresham 
or No Ham I" evidencing unbounded 
enthusiasm for Judge Gresham.

by the unanimous voice of New York. 
Mr. Depew has had great tionble in 
making up his mind about this matter. 
Yesterday he had concluded to with- 
draw. Later he thought he would run. 
This morning he had again concluded to 
withdraw. While the delegation was in 
session two of his most intimate friends 
laid wagers that he would not be a can- 
didate. At the last moment he averted 
the necessity of deciding the question 
himself by leaving it to the delegation. 


The Blaine program has been to dead- 
lock the convention, tie it up and con- 
fuse it with a wearisome rivabry, and 
then bring Blaine forward. The pres- 
ent Blaine program is to start the cry 
that Blaine is the only man who can 
beat Sherman, and immediately pro- 
ceed to place him in the contest. 
There 
is logic in this. It is not likery that 
Depew will make much headway, and 
when New York comes down from her 
roost and attempts to take up some 
other candidate, it is believed Sherman 
will be nominated in the shuffl e. 
Many 
of the best informed men here believe 
the ultimate struggle will come between 
Sherman and Blaine. 


Blaine's friends are much disturbed 
by the persistency of the Californians, 
who cling to their determination to 
place Blaine in nomination at the outset. 
Great efforts have been • made to talk 
them Into an abandonment of this posi- 
tion. 
It has been pointed out to them 
that they are likely to spoil everything 
and humiliate the man whom they wish 
to honor. 
But, according to last re- 
ports, Haymond, DeYoung and other 
California leaders were unyielding. 
If 
they carry out their program, the stam- 
pede to Blaine, and consequent final 
struggle between the Blaine and Sher- 
man forces, may come early in the bal- 
loting. 
It is stated to-day that Califor- 
nia will not insist upon nominating 
Blaine at the outset. 


Harrison is looming up as a formidable 
candidate, and is now next in strength 
to Sherman. 
New England will prob- 
ably divide its votes between Alger and 
Harrison, the latter being held in greater 
favor. Allison is in a fair position, with 
perhaps seventy-five votes at the start, 
and the good-opinion of all. Gresham 
has undoubtedly gained to-day, Oregon, 
Colorado, Minnesota, a part of Missouri, 
Illinois and West Virginia resolving to 
stand faithfully by him. With Busk 
and Ingalls out, he will get most of 
the votes from Kansas and Wiscon- 
sin, 
and 
is 
the 
second 
choice 
oi 
many 
delgates 
In 
Iowa. 
Gresham's followers claim his availabil- 
ity is making a stronger impression 
each day, and he enjoys the tactical ad- 
vantage that any considerable rise for 
him and dropping of Harrison would 
cause a break in the delegation from In- 
diana. If by any chance a majority of 
the Indiana delegation should go to 
Gresham, he would become a formid- 
able candidate. It is said on fair author- 
ity that Mr. Depew's second choice *ill 
be Allison. A ballot for president is not 
expected until Thursday. 
Connecticut 
has decided to put Hawley's name in 
nomination. 


A summing up of the siination to-day 
is largely guess-work. 
Sherman is a 
little weaker. 
Depew has made only a 
fair start. 
The odds are great against 
any man in the field, and behind all. as 
an almost certain outcome, if the conven- 
tion ballots two or three days, is Blaine. 


Who 
Will 
Make 
the 
Hominatlng 
Speeches. 


The nominating speeches will probab- 
ly be made to morrow, and the gentle- 
men appointed to do this duty are al- 
ready hard at work preparing their 
efforts. 


The speeches in the way of "seconds" 
will be numerous, and it would not be 
at all surprising should the convention 
be compelled to listen for a day and 
probably more to these orators. 
Sena- 
tor Sherman will be placed Cin nomina- 
tion by D. H, Hastings, adjutant-gener- 
al of the state of Pennsylvanis, 
He is a 
tall, fine looking man of decided sol- 
dierly appearace and a vigorous, forci- 
ble talker. 
Governor Foraker will fur- 
nish the second, and this is what Sher- 
man men are afraid of. 
They fear a 
repetition of the Garfield episode. 


Bobert E. Fraser, better known as 
"Bob" Fraser, will place General Al- 
ger's name before the convention. 
He 
is said to be the best speaker in Michi- 
gan and capable of doing Logan's old 
friend jnstioe. 
Frazer's friends say he 
will make his nutfk when he gets up. 


Ex-Governor Albert G. Porter will 
make the nominating speech on behalf 
of General Harrison, and the signs of 
the times are that this will be the most 
noteworthy effort of the session. 
It 
would not surprise any one should the 
Indianlans, after a few ballots leave 
Harrison and cleave to Porter. 
In the 
main he Is the most popular republican 
in the state and did more toward carry- 
ing Indiana for Garfield in 1880 than 
any other man.

However, that does not argue 
that the microiibone is not liable to be 
useful. 
It is not beyond the range of 
possibilities that the microphone may be 
improved and got down to a line thing, 
po il will work, say, on tramps. 
If the 
farmer could have a microphone that 
would record the approach of a tramp, 
an attachment could be arranged so as 
to unchain t!ie dog, who would have 
time to stretch himself, kick oif a flea 
or two, eat a light luncheon to stay his 
stomach until he could dine 
more 
sumptuously on the tramp.

Again, one might be ar- 
ranged in an office to give alarm in case 
of the approach of a bill collector, so 
that the business man could go out for 
a walk. 
There is nothing that is much 
more wearing on the brain tissues, or 
which destroys the gray matter of 
the brain more, than the listening to a 
step on the stairs and trying to discern 
whether it is a bill collector or a man 
coming in to pay a bill.

self for the worst. 
If the machine 
could also indicate whether the book 
agent was male or female, it would fill 
a want long felt, as the victim could 
know wh<ither to arm himself with a 
revolver, in caso of a male book agent, 
or prejiare some honied words that do 
not kill but only maim, in case of the 
female book agent. 
The microphone 
might be further improved by having 
a dynamite bomb attached so that the 
business man might be warned of the 
approach of the fellow who wants to 
let him in on the ground floor in an 
iron mine. The business man could, in 
this case, retreat to an inner sanctum 
wh m the bell rang, and when the min- 
ing shark came in, the microphone could 
discharge a deadly boom, and at the 
same time signal the police station to 
send the patrol wagon, with police, to 
scrape up the remuins of the fiend in a 
market basket, and when the business 
man returned all would be over, and 
the microijhone on the watch for the 
fellow who wants to borrow $10 till 
Saturday 
night. 
The 
microphone 
might be arranged with a phonograph 
attacliment, so that when the "chesnut 
retailer" comes in to tell the old, old 
story that you have heard a hundred 
times, a still, small voice shall be heard 
in the land, saying, "Oh, come off, and 
give us a rest." There is practically no 
limit to the good that may come of the 
microphone, but thera is no use of set- 
ting one up to herald the approach ol 
an invading army, because even a mi- 
crophone would get rusty and forget 
the combination if it had to wait for 
the approach of an enemy to this coun- 
try, which has no enemy on the earth. 
The microphone can do better at hatch- 
inii eggs.—Ge^ae Peck.

HUMAN SACRinCES. 


Shocking Ciutonu StUl in Tosne ta. WMt 
Afrioa^AtroolUM StUl Perpe- 
trated In Ashantee. 


It is in west Africa that the personal 
"customs" still survive in all their hor- 
ror, says^M The Tear Round. Again and 
again an English trader or traveler has 
had to look on at these "customs;" but 
the horrors were never fully described 
till 1873, when the German missionaries, 
Bounst, Kuenne, and Ramseyer, were 
prisoners in Coomassie at the time of 
the native crown prince's death. 
As 
soon as he was seen to be dying the 
executioners began to scour the streets 
for victims. 
When they caught any- 
one two of them would come behind 
and each thrust a" knife through the 
cheek, the blades passing over the 
tongue, and a handle sticking out on 
each side. 
This is to prevent the poor 
creature from "swearing on the life of 
the king"—i. e., swearing that if he 
dies, the king must die, too—in which 
case, instead of being killed, he would 
not only be spared, but ranked among 
the "okra" courtiers whose life de- 
pends on that of the king, and who— 
killed when he dies—hold tiU his death 
places of trust and honor. 


Besides those thus caught, every 
great chief had to offer a victim; but 
the number was chiefly made up of 
slaves and prisoners of war. 
The 
wives— painted white, and covered 
with gold ornaments—sat round the 
coffin, flapping off the flies. They 
were strangled at the funeral. 
So 
were six pages, who similarly painted 
and adorned, sat by the dead man. 
They had known their fate some days 
before, but none ran away, save tiiree 
wives of low birth, whose places were 
at once supplied by other girls. 
For 
nine days the slaughter went on, the 
people fasting, with shaven heads and 
bodies painted red, but drinking all the 
more. 
And this death wake was to be 
repeated forty days after. 


When a king dies the victims are 
slain at the rate of two hundred a week 
for three months. 
But there have been 
"greater 
customs" than these. 
A 
king's mother died in 1816; her son 
slaughtered three thousand people, two 
thousand being prisoners just captured 
from the Fantis. 
To make up the tale 
evry big Ashantee town had to give one 
hundred, every smaller town ten vio- 
tims. 


A royal burial is on this wise: 
At 
the bottom of a huge grave are laid 
the heads of the slain; on them the 
coffin rests. 
Then, just before the 
earth is thrown in, one of the bystandr 
ers—a freeman, if of some rank so 
much the better—is suddenly clubbed, 
a gash made in the back of his neck, 
and ho is rolled in upon the coffin. 
The idea is to send along with the 
crowd of slaves and prisoners some one 
who shall look after them as a ghostly 
"major domo." 


For a king there remains yet another 
"custom." At the end of thirty moons 
the grave is opened, the royal bones 
fastened together with gold ^vire, and 
the skeleton placed in a long building 
divided into cells, the doorways to 
which are hung with silk «urtains. 


Then on his birthday the king of 
Ashantee goes early to the house of the 
royal dead. 
Every skeleton is taken 
from its richly ornamented coffin, where 
it has lain surrounded by the things 
that had been most pleasing to it in 
life, and is placed on a chair to wel- 
come the visitor. 
As the king enters 
each cell with a meat and drink offer- 
ing to the departed the band plays the 
favorite melodies^f that particular 
king, and, unaware!«», the royal visitor 
sings to the executioners who have 
followed him, and an attendant is 
pierced through the cheeks and killed, 
the king washing the skeleton in the 
warm blood. 
The same work goes on 
at the next cell, and so on, the fearful 
work going on far into the night. The 
band plays a signal as each \ictim is 
slaughtered. 
Two blasts of the horn 
mean "death, death;" three drum taps, 
"cut it off;" one beat from a big drum, 
"the head has fallen." The signal is 
taken up by other bands, and all through 


the city horn-biowing and dmm-beat* 
ing goes on umceasingly. 
The Ashan- 
tees always say of a drum, "It speaks;" 
and every traveler admits that they 
manage to elicit from that unmanage- 
able instrument a most varied range of 
sound. 
The s»unds form words, the 
whole rhythm a sentence, readily un- 
derstood by native listeners. 
Each 
chief has his oiwn "call," just as each 
Highland clan has its own battle tune. 
Of course, this constant killing makes 
the people callous to suffering and 
brutal to their prisoners. 
Their feel- 
ing in regard to death is not courage 
but apathy. 
The spectators are as d^ 
lighted at these revolting "customs" as 
the Roman pojjulace was at the gladia- 
tors' show. 
Now and then a victim is 
tortured. 
The missionaries watched 
one who, besides the knives through 
his cheeks, had a couple of forks thrust 
into his back. 
He was then dragged 
before the king, and gashed all over 
the body, his arms were cut off, and in 
his plight compelled to dance for the 
amusement of the royal savage. 


All the Ashantee human sacrifices, 
however, are not personal. 
When war 
is impending a victim is pegged down 
to the ground in the shape of an X, 
stakes being driven through the body, 
and the poor wretch being left to die 
on the war-path bv which the invaders 
will have to travel. 
No native army 
would pass such an obstacle; it would 
turn back and cut a fresh way through 
the forest; and when, in 1874, we passed 
on unheeding over a body so pegged 
down along the road across the Adansi 
hills, the priests came out and assured 
our men that they were doomed to cer- 
tain destruction. 
If, after that Ashan- 
tee war, we had insisted on the "cus- 
toms" being given up, we should have 
only been doing our duty as human be- 
ings, not to say Christians. 
It is as- 
tonishing how the 
civilized world, 
which professes to have the welfare of 
the dark continent so much at heart, 
can allow this savagery to go on un- 
checked; and how we, who spend so 
much in capturing slavers on the east 
coast, most of whose cargoes are taken 
over to Bombay and become infinitely 
more wretched and degraded than thev 
would have done as slaves to Turkish 
or Egyptian masters, can allow such 
abominations not very far off from 
Cape Coast castle.

The Small B»y In Turkey. 


Tha small Turk's first appearance in 
school is an occasion of great ceremony. 
He rides on a goi^eonsly caparisoned 
pony, with his one book in an em- 
broidered bag sltmg over his shoulder, 
and is attended by a procession formed 
of the children of his school, march- 
ing in double line and singing hymns. 
The next day may see him creeping 
like a snail, unwillingly, but this day 
he rides in state and wears the dress of 
a colonel or of an admiral 
His little 
sister would make 
entry 
into the 
school world ia a gay, fancy dress, 
bright with feathers and flowers. Edu- 
cation is compulsory, 
althousrh chil- 
dren may 
be taught 
at 
home, L' 
their parents prefer. Throughout the 
four years' course in the primary school, 
lessons in the Koran are given six 
times a week. For the rest, the studies 
are: First year, alphabet six times a 
week, Turkish lectures five times p 
week and moral stories; second year, 
religions precepts and reading a primer 
twice a week, addition once a week 
and writing; third year, Turkish gram- 
mar twice a week, four rules of arith- 
metic and proofs twice a week, and 
different kinds of writing; fourth year 
geography, once a week, Ottomon his 
tory once, and a general history twice, 
orthography once a week, and writing, 
as well as memorization of lessons. 


Of the Turkish boy. Congressman 
Cox, writing of his stay in Constanti- 
nople as American Minister, 
says: 
""Vhiether running about, as I see him 
here, in his little baggy clothes, over 
which is a sort of dressing-gown padded 
with cotton, and made out of cheap 
prints, highly colored, generally red, 
or munching sweetmeats in his satins 
and silks, tassels and gold laces, with 
his little cane, strutting by the sides of 
his veiled mother over the green at the 
'Sweet Waters,' near the palace of 
Ghiocksouyee; whether he be rich or 
poor, or crockery or porcelain, he is of 
the same earth, earthy, as the Ameri- 
can bad or good boy. 
He is, perhaps, 
more plastic in the hands of servant or 
slave. 
This personage is often put to 
the use of all his wits to make up 
stories wonderful enough to fill up the 
imagination of these inchoate Sinbada 
and Haronm-al-Rechids. 
Generally 
such stories refer to a boy or girl of 
their own age as the hero or heroine. 
Perhaps the hero is some Arab cowboy 
of the desert or plain. 
In these nar- 
ratives, there are battles with the ene- 
mies of the faith, in which millions of 
Christians are slain by a handful of 
Moslema 
The heroes had slaughtered 
moat of them. Robberies, incendiarism 
murders, and piracies are committed by 
the enemies of the heroic Mussulman, 
who cuts them down with his crescent- 
shaped cimeter. 
In these stories the 
bad unbeliever is punished ultimately 
by the good Moslem. 
The tale winds 
up with the immunity of the true be- 
liever; nay, with a reward in proportion 
to the number of enemies killed; a re- 
ward in a paradise of rare beauty and 
delight. 


"There is one occasion in which the 
Turkish children are taught to be re- 
spectful and obedient; that is when 
they are brought in presence of their 
father and mother. 
They learn to ap- 
proach their parents in the same hum- 
ble attitude as the servants; for in- 
stance, as soon as the child is brought 
in, he must approach them with his 
hands upon his stomach. 
On coming 
nearer, he must take their hands and 
kiss them. 
After this, he must witli- 
draw some three ar four steps, and 
stand with his hands on his stomach, 
and not seat himself until permitted. 
On this account, the little Turk likes 
better to be with the servants than, with 
his parents."

This mine, while one of the largest, 
was also one of the most dangerous in 
the valley. 
In order to keep the work- 
ings supplied with pure air, in quan- 
tity sufficient to render harmless the 
explosive gases released by opening 
the coal-seams, an immense fan had 
been constructed which, during every 
minute that it was in action, drew forth 
from the mine over 200,000 cubic feet 
of impure air. 
Even with this great 
air-current, there were still very dan- 
gerous parts of the mine, requiring the 
utmost vigilance from the miners. To 
hear of some miner or laborer firing the 
gas in his chamber and being burned 
thereby, was a matter of almost weekly 
occurrence. 
In pits of this character, 
where there is a plentiful air-current, 
it is often a custom with miners to 
"fire" the gas in their working-places 
before a quantity sufficient to render 
its combustion dangerous accumulates. 
When this is done, the gas will take 
fire with a noise not unlike that made 
in lighting a common gas-jet 
There 
is such an excess of air that the ex- 
plosion of the gas is very weak and 
harmless. The flame, often three or 
four feet deep, will travel along the 
unefen roof, showing beautiful colors 
varying from a deep, dark blue to a 
brilliant crimson ; and in it shine stars 
of dazzling white light, showing that 
fine particles of coal-dnst suspended in 
the air are burning in the great heat of 
the gas. 
Sometimes this flame will 
travel close up against the roof, slowly 
to and fro, several time», until all the 
gas has been burned away.

No native am 
would pass fiticli an obstacle; it won 
turn hack and cut a fresh way throuj 
tlie forest; and when, in 1874, we passei 
on unheeding over a body so peggo 
down along the road across the Adam 
hills, the priests came out and assure* 
our men that they were doomed to cer 
tain destruction. 
Tf, after that Aaha 


tee war, we had insisted on the "cu 
toras" being given up, we should ha 
only been doing our duty as human b 
ings, not to say Christians. It is i 
tonishing how the civilized worl 
which professes to have the welfare 
the dark continent so much at hca 
can allow this savagery to go on, ' 
checked; and how we, who spend 
much in capturing slavers on the eaa 
coast, most of .whose cargoes are tak 
over to Bombay and become infinite 
more wretched and degraded than, th 
would have done OH slaves to Turk!

International Anthropological Congress * 
which will begin its seventh session in 
Berlin oo Oct.' 2 next A series of four 
sittings will be derated to "America; 
Prvhutoric and Present," and tbo sub- 
ject will be diBouBHd in ita largest an- 
thropological significance. 
The con- 
gress invites the co-operation of all who 
are interested in tho civilization of the 
new world, its inhabitants before snd 
at tbe time of its discovery by Colom- 
bo*, their origin or affinities, sod..! de- • 
velopment, {racial differences, tho in- 
troduction of domestic animals, culti- 
vation of food plants, and gonorally the 
conditions which underlie the progress 
and expansion of tho western hernia* 
phere.
